Wilson Fighting 
Reed's Re-Election 


Writes St. Loui$ Editor 


That Senator Is Incap- 
able of Sustained Alleg- 
iance. 


ST. LOUIS, April 18.—Woodrow 


Wilson, in a letter received by the 
editor of the Globe-Democrat today, 
sharply criticized Senator James A. 
Reed, who is a candidate for the 
Democratic^ nomination for re-elec- 
tion as senator. A statement by Lee 
Meriweather, St. Louis lawyer and 
ardent supporter of Senator Reed, 
which was published by the Globe- 
Democrat on April 12,'prompted Mr. 
Wilson's letter, which follows; 
"I note- in your issue of April 12 
that one Lee Meriwefber is quoted as 
saying he has seen a, letter from me 
fo Senator Reed •'warmly thanking 
him for -the great service the senator 
rendered in "perfection and passing 
the Federal Reserve bill.' ' I have no 
recollection of ever having written 
any such letter. On the contrary, I 
clearly remember that Mr. Reed, as a 
member of the committee on banking 
ajjd^atr«iicy,'a*e*po«wa~ every .possi- 
ble objection to' the completion and 
adoption of the bill. 
"His objections indeed were so 
many, so varied and %so inconsistent 
with one another that I recall speak- 
ing to him about them in conversa- 
tion. 
"Having spoke of reading a certain 
parodj on a well known novel, I told 
him that his course In the committee 
reminded me of the conduct of the 
hero "In that parody, who, when, re- 
jected 1>y the heroine,, rushed from 
the ^ouse, mounted several horses 
and road off In every direction. 
"Statements such as one -quoted 


from Mr. Menwether appear to be in- 
tended to create the impression that 
Mr. Reed and I have held the same 
principles and advo&ited the" same 
policis, and that he is entitled to and. 
may be assumed to have my endorse- 
ment as a candidate for re-election to 
the Senate. 
•'This is far from being the tase. 
To those who have closely observed 
Mr. Reed's career in Washington he 
has shown himself icapable of sus- 
taining allegiance to any person or 
any cause. He has repeatedly forfeit- 
ed any claim to my confidence that 
he may ever have been supposed to 
have, and I sliall never willingly con- 
sent to have any further association 
with him. I beg that you will do I1** 
the courtesy to publish this letter."

Reed on the eve of the state primary 
in Missouri is regarded as indicative 
of a plan upon the part of the for- 
mer president's followers in this state 
to crush Reed in the primary if possi- 
ble.

Further details of th* tragic 
of an infant child and serious Injury 
of a flfteen-year-old girl near Yan- 
cewille on Sunday were received here 
last night. The girl, Annie 
was carrying her niece, C 
_ 
Dlx. aged about fifteen months, when 
a large automobile driven By Sandy 
Moore, of Blanche. N. C., ran over 
her. 
The baby's skull was crushed 
by one of the wheels which also passed 
over the girl's chest, causing serious 
Injuries. The infant's neck was also 
broken as was one of Its arms. 
According to eyewitnesses of the 
tragic accident, the car driven by 
Moore and containing Charlie Mitch- 
ell was going toward Milton at a very 
rapid rate of sp'eed. Just before he 
reached the home of 'J. O. Weadon, 
Moore appeared to lose control of the 
car. which began to swerve uncertain- 
ly from one side to the other. On 
reaching the corner of the Weadon 
yard, the machine jolted across a 
ditch and ran up an embankment of 
about two feet. 
O ntop of the em- 
bankment was Annie Weadon holding 
the little child in her arms. The girl 
Vas' struck and knocked down by the 
'machine. Both she and the infant's 
bodies were dragged through a wire 
fence some ten or twelve feet and Into 
a wheat field. When the girl was 
struck" the baby was knocked from 
her arms in front of the car. with 
the front wheel passing over the head 
and body, killing it almost instantly. 
The young girl was dragged a dis- 
tance of about 20 feet after the child 
had been run over. Her clothing be- 
came caught in the axle of the ma- 
chine. 
Most of her clothing were 
said to have been torn from her body 
and she sustained painful bruises and 
a serious injury in the chest. 
Miss Weadon is said to have felt 
the shock more yesterday than on 
he day of the accident. 
The parents of the infant. Mr. and 


Mrs. Hurley J. Dix, of Purley. were 
eyewitnesses of the accident and w.ere 
forced to stand and see their child 
meet the horrible death beneath the 
auto. So quick did the whole thug 
Ake place that they had no time to 
do anything to save the life of their 
baby. 
Warrants have been issued against 
both Moore and Mitchell and a .n*^- 
ing will be given them on Saturday 
morning. It will not be until then that 
the cause of the alleged wild and 
wreckless driving of the automobile 
will become known.

Led by Lloyd George, the allies are 
standing Ormly on the principle that 
the Soviet must admit the legitimacy 
of the debts created by former Rus- 
sian governments. If the Soviet ex- 
pects to establish trade relations with 
the rest of the world.

2,000,000 Acres

SPOKANE, Wash., April IS.—The 
Columbia Basin desert boat tho "dust 
eaters" when they struggled to "dry 
'arm" It. 
Now tho desert itself is on the verge 


of defeat! 
The Columbia Basin 10 a tract of 
more than 2700 square miles In south- 
eastern Washington. 
Scattered over 
ts wastes are monuments to the fail- 
ure of the "dust eaters," scores of de- 
serted homestead shacks left by the 
dry farmers who, after years of unre- 
mitting toll, were driven out by the 
desert. 
But a change is to come. In place 


of the desolated nlmcks, 20,000 to 40,- 
000 irrigated farms will appear. At 
a cost of $254,000,000, water will be 
carried into the basin and will reclaim 
nearly 2,000,000 acres. 
Such are the hopes for the Colum- 
bia Basin project, world's largest re- 
clamation plan to get beyond tne "jus: 
alk" stage. 
Maj. Gen. George Goethals, builder 


of the Panama Canal, after a thorough 
nvestigation of the project, has de- 
:lared in u. report that it is entirely 
feasible. 
Goethals estimates the whole area 
can be turned into productive land at 
a cost of $145 nn acre. He thinks the 
project should be financed directly by 
he government. 
Goethals in his report declares the 
whole reclamation project could be 
finished in six years. 
Ages ago, the Columbia River, be- 
fore sweeping south and west where 
t now makes the Oregon-AVashington 
boundary, formed a huge inland lake. 
Its channel shifted, and the lake was 
drained. It left the Columbia Basin 
rich in deep soil, but climatic condi- 
tions brought a lack of moisure. 
Two main plans for irrigating the 


big tract have been put forward. One 
contemplates a gravity system with 
water from another State. The other 
would pump water from the Columbia 


Concentration of the watershed of 
northwestern Montana and 
northern 
Idaho and delivery to the project by 
a canal-tunnel-lake line 130 miles long 
is the method for applying the gravity 


S> An^'area of approxmately 25.000 
square miles drains into Pend Oreiile 
Lake in northern Idaho. From this, 
the Pend Oreiile River carries it to 
the Columbia. 
- 
At Newport, on the Idaho-Washing- 


ton line, it is proposed to divert 6 - 
§00,000 acre 
feet for the Columbia 
Basin. Through a system of concrete 
lined canals, long tunnels and natural 
and artificial lakes, the water will he 
carried over hills and ravines to the 
arid acres. • 
' 
Tunnels, tip to IS miles in length; 
hugs steel pipes, which as inverted 
siphons will carry a How equal to that 
of the Merrimac River down one hil! 
and over the other; a monster aque- 
duct over the Spokane River within 
this city's limits—these are some of 
the features /icnnented with the big 
task, whihh would pdt water on 1,- 
730,000 adres of tested land, flood ad- 
ditional lands occasionally for use as 
pasturage, and through a system of 
power plants along its course, provide 
cheap electric power for operation of 
canneries and other seasonal indus- 
tries, besides pump water to higher 
lands. 
AnotHer plan—termed the Colum- 
bia pumping project—would hurl wa- 
ter from the Columbia Rover 600 feet 
above its level with a gigantic batter} 
of powerful 
pumps, stretching for 
more than than a third of a mile. The 
Grand Coulee, once the bed of the Co- 
lumbia, -would again carry water, this 
time as the principal canal for the sys-

The bonus measure passed by that 
bodv carried no means of financing.

such as carrots, beets, turnips and the 
like should be about 18 Inches apart, 
and for the larger crops such as peas, 
cucumbers, tomatoes, corn and pota- 
toes should be about 3 feet 
Be sure 
to allow for turning room at the end 
of the rows and for a path thatjwill 
enable you to get among the 
when the plants are full grown 
without trapmlng on them. 
Before planting a 
row, set 
two 


small stakes at either end and stretch 
a .strong between them. Then take a 
small stick or piece of Iron pipe and 
mark a shallow furrow, 
using the 


string as a guide. The depth of 
the 


furrow will depend upon the seed to be 
planted, some, such as for carrots, and 
turnips being hardly more than a quar- 
ter of an inch in depth. 
After the seed has been spread in 


the tiny furrows close the soil over 
them by gently pinching with the fing- 
ers. In some cases it is merely neces- 
sary to brush very lightly a quarter of 
an Inch of soil on top. 
Even with 
larger seeds such as peas and beans 
a half an inch is ample. The row can 
then be clearly seen by the finger 
marks made in covering the seeds. 
Tramp this down firmly by walking 
carefully, foot before foot, until the 
row is well packed. 
, 
If the garden is fortunate enough to 


be near enough the house to permit 
being reached by the garden hose it 
should be watered as soon as all of the 
seed has been planted, n fact, if no 
hose is available. It will pay to carry 
water to the garden and soak 
the 
newly planted seeds enough to 
wet 
them thoroughly and the soil around 
them, but not so that they will be 
washed away or that the soid will be 
washed from them or expose them.

Cause Of Bitter 


Row In House 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—Decis- 


ion of big navy men, on the heels of 
their victory for a bigger enlisted 
force, not to otter amendments to 
the 1»2I naval bill providing money 
Increases for shore atation activities, 
provoked a blttf» row In the House 
today. In the cofBW of which Chair- 
man Kelley charged "They bad back- 
ed down, expecting the Senate to com- 
plete the Job." 
Starting unexpectedly, It raged for 


an hour or more and drew many into 
the fray. The "good faith" of those 
who had changed their plan at the 
eleventh hour was 
questioned 
by 
Chairman Kelley and Representative 
Mondell, the Republican leader, and 
quickly resented by those who had 
put through the amendment Increas- 
ing the personnel from 67,000 to 86,- 
000.Ready with proposals, one calling 
for $6,000,000 additional for the bu- 
reau of construction and repair, and 
another for $2,000,000 for the bureau 
of engineers, the forces opposed to the 
committee measure agreed to let the 
bill sail along as framed. 
Then all at once the storm broke. 


It came while the House was consid- 
ering the item, providing commis- 
sions In the navy for only 200 of the 
541 members of the first year class 
at Annapolis. 
Pending was a pro- 


posal to commission all- 
"This discussion," said 
Chairman 


Kelley. "simply illustrates that every- 
body wants disarmament In the ab- 
stract, but not in the concrete." 


Declaring the "cat was out of he 


bag," he shouted to the House that 
the whole question at issue circled 
around the number of officers, and 
then charged that the navy depart- 
ment. In insisting on an increased 
personnel, wanted to put 200 addi- 
tional destroyers in commission. 


"They hoped to get these destroy- 


ers at the Bother end of the capitol." 
he exclaimed. 
"The carcass is in 


plain view now. 
More destroyers 


mean more repair work. 
The men 


who wanted more money for the 
navy yards have marched right up 
to the place where they could take 
It out. 
Then backed away, saying, 


'don't lets go any further: lets let the 
Senate do it.' Half the job was done 
here and they propose to finish It at 
the other end." 
There came later a denial from Sec- 


retary Denby. transmitted through 
Representative McArthitr. Republi- 
can. Oregon, of the charge that the 
deparement contemplated putting in- 
to service a larger number of de- 
stroyers than alloted by the bill. Half 
a dozen members Including Repre- 
sentatives Tague, Massichusetts. and 
Baker. California, both Democrats, 
"resented" the insinuation that their 
stand for an adequate navy was ac-

Counterfeits 


Secretary Mellon Replies to 


Assertions Made in Print- 
ers' Organ — Challenges 
Editor to Produce Proof. 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—Charges 


that the Country is flooded with mil- 
lions of counterfeit currency notes 
and government securities brought 
the faction now dominating the Bu- 
leau o£ Engraving and Printing into 
a head-on collision with the Treasury 
Department yesterday. 


Secretary of the Treasury Mellon 


emphatically denied the assertions, 
called the authors of the charges 
sharply to account, and demanded 
that proof be produced. 


In an article lauding Louis A. Hill, 


the 
new director, 
and 
President 


Harding for his summary discharge of 
Director Wilmeth and 29 other em- 
ployes, the Plate Printer, offlcia lor- 
gan of the plate printers' union, said: 


"With the country flooded from 


coast to coast with millions of coun- 
terfeit Federal Reserve notesfl United 
States notes. Federal Reserve curren- 
cy, national bank notes, silver certi- 
ficates, war sa\mgs starting, postage 
btamps, internal revenue stamps, and 
all Issues of the war bonds their cou- 
pons drastic action was required to 
stop it, and decisive action was tak- 
en." 


After a conference with Assistant 


Secretary Wadsworth, who has juris- 
diction of the engraving bureau, and 
Chief Moran, of the secret service, 
Mr. Mellon issued the following state- 
ment: 


"In view of the statements made 


in a publication known as the PUte 
Punte:, which are receiving wide 
publicity, to the effect that the coun- 
try is flooded with millions o fcoun- 
terfeit bank notes, bonds, war saiings 
and other stamps, and war bonds and 
coupons the secretary of the treasury 
cteems it proper to make public an- 
nouncement that no such condition 
exists. 


No information has come to the 


treasury of any overissue or counter- 
feiting of United States bonds or cou- 
pons attached to, the same. 


"As regards war saving and other 


stamps, bank notes and other forms 
of currency, attempts are made from 
tune to time to counterfeit the issues 
or raise the denominations of genuine 
issues 
The treasury is constantly on 


the alert to stop such attempts. 
In 


substantially every case where efforts 
have been made on any considerable 
scale, the guilty parties have been ap- 
prehended and brought to trial, and 
their activities ended 


"The secretary of the treasury de- 


sires to state in the most emphatic 
terms that the public need have no 
apprehension as to the genuineness ol 
the government securities and cur- 
rency now outstanding." 


Secretary Mellon also addressed a 
letter to Frank J Coleman, editor ol 
the Plate Printer. 


"I request." the letter said, "that 


you immediately furnish me with any 
evidence upon which -you based the
